Housing  130  students  in  double 
occupancy  rooms,  Beard  Hall  features  a  spacious 
lounge,  recreation  area,  a  director's  office,  laundiy 
facility  and  a  more  intimate  atmosphere  compared  to 
some  of  the  other  larger  domis.

The  York  College  tield  hockey  team  had  its  most  successful  cam- 
paign in  school  history  in  1 998.  Unfortunately  for  the  Spartans, 
the  season  did  not  include  a  conference  championship  or  a  trip  to 
the  NCAA  tournament,  but  those  accomplishments  are  not  far  off  if  the  Spar- 
tans continue  the  improvement  they  have  displayed  over  the  last  three  years. 

The  green  and  white  ended  the  season  with  a  school  record  15  wins,  a 
school  record  69  goals  and  a  new  determination  to  continue  the  growth  of  the 
program. 

The  Spartan  defense  entered  the  season  as  the  distinct  strength  of  the  team. 
When  the  season  ended,  head  coach  Vicki  Sutton's  high-octane  offense  had 
over-shadowed  their  teammates  on  the  other  half  of  the  field. 

The  offense  was  paced  by  the  tandem  of  Jackie  Russell  and  Katie  Regar. 
Russell  will  enter  the  1999  season  just  five  points  short  of  100  career  points  and 
earned  first  team  All-CAC  honors  for  the  1998  season. 

Regar  was  second  on  the  squad  in  scoring  with  1 1  goals  and  nine  assists  for 
3 1  points.  Regar  earned  second  team  All-CAC  for  her  efforts. 

Other  offensive  stars  for  the  Spartans  include  Sue  Walker,  Marianne  Ma- 
son, Sandra  Lancaster,  Andrea  Hamilton,  and  Becky  Seidel. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  field,  senior  Jamie  Torkar-Swartz  and  junior  Kari 
Moyer  controlled  the  defense.  Torkar-Swartz  was  named  to  the  NFHCAA  First 
Team  All-South  region  but  for  some  unknown  reason,  only  made  second  team 
All-CAC.  Torkar-Swartz  ended  the  season  with  two  goals  and  five  assists  for 
nine  points,  but  statistics  cannot  put  a  value  on  what  she  meant  to  the  Spartans. 

Moyer  controlled  play  in  front  of  the  Spartan  goal  as  the  York  defense 
allowed  only  1 .36  goals  per  game.  She  was  named  to  the  First  Team  All-CAC 
for  her  efforts.  Megan  Dammers  moved  back  from  the  offense  and  matched  up 
against  other  top  forwards.  Dammers  ended  the  season  with  four  defensive 
saves,  three  behind  team  leader  Moyer.  Senior  Katie  McEntee  also  played  well 
for  the  senior  defense  as  she  notched  three  defensive  saves  and  eight  assists. 

Senior  Judy  Frankel  had  a  solid  senior  year  as  she  recorded  five  shutouts 
and  a  save  percentage  of  .737.  For  her  career,  Frankel  notched  16  shutouts  and 
a  save  percentage  of  .817. 

"I  am  very  excited  about  the  direction  that  we  are  going,"  says  coach 
Sutton.  "If  we  can  have  a  solid  recruiting  class,  we  have  the  ability  to  continue 
our  progression  to  the  top  of  the  conference  and  make  ourselves  an  NCAA 
caliber  team  each  year.' 
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Jackie  Russell  racked  up  16 
goals  and  19  assists,  totaling 
51  points.

The  Spartans  showed  no  weakness  with  balanced  offensive  and  defensive  teams  because  the  defense  could  score  and 
the  offense  could  defend  extremely  well. 

According  to  head  coach  Pat  Massa,  "These  kids  deserve  all  the  acclaim  they  received  this  season.  They  worked  so 
hard  to  achieve  their  goal  which  was  a  conference  championship."

The  York  College  volleyball  team  ended  their  1998  season  just  two  wins  short  of 
repeating  the  1997  Capital  Athletic  Conference  championship.  Sure,  failing  to 
repeat  was  disappointing  but  the  steps  the  young  Spartans  made  bode  well  for  the 
upcoming  season. 

Head  coach  Sue  DuMars  was  forced  to  lean  on  her  trio  of  captains  even  heavier  than  she 
anticipated.  Seniors  Jeri  Mondin  and  Alexa  Harrington  teamed  with  Junior  Jill-Crouse-Wolf  to 
form  a  veiy  potent  trimvirate  that  carried  the  green  and  white  to  a  regular  season  co-championship 
with  Salisbury  State. 

Crouse-Wolf,  the  1998  Spartan  MVP,  was  the  undisputed  leader  of  the  green  and  white. 
The  junior  outside  hitter  ended  the  season  with  a  team-leading  559  kills,  738  digs,  and  66 
blocks.  For  the  second  straight  year,  she  was  selected  to  the  first-team  All-CAC  squad  as  she 
led  the  league  in  digs  and  finished  second  in  kills  per  game.  Crouse-Wolf  ended  the  season 
second  in  the  nation  in  assists  per  game,  averaging  5.63  digs  per  game. 

Harrington  ended  the  campaign  leading  the  Spartans  in  hitting  percentage  (.259)  and 
service  aces  (58  aces).  She  was  second  on  the  team  in  kills  and  blocks,  third  in  assists,  and 
fourth  in  digs  for  the  green  and  white. 

Mondin  graduates  as  the  school's  all-time  leading  setter  as  she  broke  Leah  Peters"  school 
record  for  assists  midway  through  the  year.  The  new  record  is  now  4,245  assists.  Mondin  also 
holds  the  record  for  games  played  with  508,  breaking  Becky  Toms"  old  record.  Mondin  also 
finished  the  season  ranked  1 1th  in  the  nation  in  assists  and  led  the  CAC  in  this  category. 

The  Spartans  have  a  core  of  five  freshmen  that  provides  York  and  DuMars  with  a  very  rosy 
outlook  for  the  future.  The  freshmen  core  consists  of  Heather  Applegate.  Kelly  Morgan,  Angie 

Wagman,  Laurie  Meadows,  and  Brooke 
Nosworthy.  Applegate,  Nosworthy,  and 
Meadows  were  the  only  Spartans  to  play 
in  all  143  games  this  year. 

The  Spartans  will  graduate 
Harrington  and  Mondin  but  the  return  of 
Crouse-Wolf  and  seven  underclassmen 
will  put  York  in  the  enviable  position  of 
returning  a  majority  of  their  squad.

DefenJing  the  greens,  golf  course  greens  that  is,  the 
Spartan  golf  team  exhibited  excellence  as  usual  this  year.  Long 
hours  out  on  the  golf  course  have  certainly  paid  off,  as  this 
remains  the  top  program  in  the  athletic  department  for  over  30 
seasons.  The  program  has  an  overall  record  of  820-3 17-3,  in  fact 
the  Spartans  were  97-27-2  in  1998.  In  fact.  Spartan  golfer 
Shawn  Kint  was  sent  to  the  NCAA  National  Tournament  in  Jekyl 
Island,  GA.  Kint,  a  junior,  won  four  tournaments  last  year,  and 
continues  to  excel.  Coached  by  JejfGamber,  the  Spartan  Fall 
and  Spring  Golf  team  consisted  of  Dan  Breen,  Bill  Brennan, 
Mark  Fitzgerald,  Shawn  Kint,  and  Damien  Lynch. 
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The  York  College  cheerleading  squad 
involved  14  athletes  during  the  1998-99 
season.  These  individuals  practiced  12 
hours  per  week  in  preparation  for  all  men's  home 
soccer  and  basketball  games.  During  these  games, 
the  cheerleaders  performed  chants,  cheered  during 
time-outs  and  performed  a  choreographed  half-time 
routine.  This  allowed  the  crowd  to  be  entertained 
and  invited  spectators  to  get  involved  in  raising 
Spartan  spirit.  They  showcased  such  stunts  as: 
straight-up  double-base  extension  twist-downs, 
walk-in  chairs,  toss  hands  to  single  base  extension 
and  torches.  Their  pyramids  consisted  of:  two-two 
ones,  table  tops,  stags,  heel  stretch  liberties  and  a 
variety  of  others.  They  built  pyramids  two  and  a  half 
people  high,  the  maximum  allowed  by  NCAA  regula- 
tions. 

The  York  College  cheerleaders  were  led  by 
first-  year  Head  Coach  John  Bliss,  a  former  cheer- 
leader from  Lehigh  University.  John  Bliss  cata- 
pulted their  level  of  stunting  ability,  challenging  the 
team  members  to  attempt  new  tricks  and  to  perform 
exceptionally  well.  He  was  a  democratic  leader, 
always  looking  for  squad  members  to  lead  the  team 
when  needed,  and  looking  for  members  to  actively 
participate  in  the  formation  of  new  routines. 

Of  the  14  squad  members  from  this  year,  ten  are 
currently  in  either  their  first  or  second  year  of  cheer- 
ing at  the  collegiate  level.  With  such  a  young, 
energetic,  and  daring  group,  John  has  set  the  stan- 
dard for  cheerleading  within  the  Capital  Athletic 
Conference,  and  central  Pennsylvania,  for  many 
years  to  come.

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The  York  College  women's  basketball  team  enjoyed  the  most 
sucessful  season  in  their  past  20  years.  The  Spartans  ended  their  season 
with  a  loss  to  Gallaudet,  the  number  one  seed  in  the  Captial  Athletic 
Conference  tournament,  in  the  CAC  semifinals  after  piling  up  a  school 
record  15  wins. 

The  1 5  wins  breaks  the  old  record  of  13  and  signifies  the  changing 
of  the  guard  for  the  Spartans.  The  green  and  white  finished  8-6  in  the 
CAC  dirung  the  regular  season,  their  best  record  in  the  nine  years  of  the 
league. 

Head  coach  Betsy  Witman  felt  the  Spartans  took  the  steps  neces- 
sary to  take  the  program  in  the  direction  that  is  should  be  going. 

"With  the  core  group  we  have  coming  back,  there  is  no  reason  for 
us  not  to  take  the  next  step  in  our  progression  to  a  great  program,"  says 
the  second-year  Spartan  mentor.  "We  have  to  work  harder  than  we  ever 
have  before  in  the  off-season  but  I  am  confident  we  can  take  that  step." 

The  Spartans  accomplished  a  number  of  goals  from  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  In  addition  to  breaking  the  all-time  wins  mark,  the  Spartans 
were  the  highest  scoring  team  in  school  history  with  1,880  points,  aver- 
aging 72.3  points  per  game.  The  Spartans  tallied  the  most  field  goals 
(736)  in  school  history  in  addition  to  breaking  the  single  season  team 
rebounding  record  as  the  Spartans  grabbed  1,256  boards  for  the  year. 
The  Spartans  also  dished  out  44 1  assists  and  blocked  a  record  1 63  shots. 

Witman  would  go  on  to  share  some  insight  into  next  season:  "I 
have  some  pretty  high  expectations  for  next  year  in  teiTns  of  team  goals 
and  growth  of  our  players."  She  later  said,  "I  really  believe  that  we 
have  as  much  talent  as  anyone  in  the  conference  coming  back  and  that 
doesn't  even  include  what  could  be  a  very  dynamic  recruiting  class. 
We  have  some  very  talented  players  interested  in  our  progi"am  and  hope- 
fully we  can  get  them  to  join  the  team  and  help  us  to  the  next  level."

He  also  ranked 
nationally  in  assists  for 
the  third  consecutive  sea- 
son with  1 57  assists. 

John  Ely  was  a 
pleasant  surprise  for 
York,  averaging  10.8 
points  per  game  and 
sinking  60  threes,  con- 
verting on  43%  of  his  at- 
tempts from  beyond  the 
arc. 

Freshman  forward 
Tim  Hawken  was  imme- 
diately inserted  into  the 
starting  line-up,  starting 
in  23  out  of  25  games. 

With  the  entire 
team  returning  next  sea- 
son, the  green  and  white 
can  optimistically  see 
themselves  climbing  the 
conference  standings  at  a 
rapid  pace.
